I will have 
finished within two or three days.” 

He preferred not to engage in 

a discussion of the case, but ‘he 
did say that ‘the next announce- 
ment on any decision he reached 
would .come from him personally 
or from his press secretary, Steph- 
en’ Early. ⸗ 
“It was learned that he expects 
to consult other persons in the 
course of the review, either on the 
whole report of the commission or 
on parts of’ it. 

Asked for comment.on the dura- 
tion of the trial, Roosevelt said’ he 
thought most of the press discus- 
sion had been awfully’ good and 
had pointed out that this is a na- 

tion of laws and that the people 
carry out the preservation of so- 
ciety through legal means, So far, 
he added, this very serious war- 
time case has been carried out 
through American processes of jus- 
tice, and of course that takes time. 

The President gave over virtual- 
ly the entire day to what an aid 
termed a “very careful review” of 
the findings and sentence of the 
military commission.

MO COW. Aug. 4—It is time 


to face the facts. The hour glass 
of the British-American democra- 
cies is lower than it has ever 
been since the Declaration of In- 
dependence. Both the United 
States and Britain can lose this 
war in the next 40 days. In any 
case, both the United States and 
Britain are now in immediate dan- 
ger of losing this war. 

This is not hysteria. We need 
only consider. what is now in jeop- 
ardy and what may happen—by 
Sept. 15 unless American and Brit- 
ish armed forces do something 
about it. 

Germany’s Russian offensive 
only needs to smash onward for 
40 days longer at the pace it 
maintained through the month of 
July. If the southern armies of 
Field Marshals Fedor von Bock 
and Paul Ludwig von Kleist do 
that, it must be taken for granted 
that by mid-September the’ Nazis 
will have. conquered all of the 
Northern Caucasus and seized 
priceless Russian oil fields and re- 
fineries at Grozny and Baku. That 
rwould give the. Nazis’ war ma- 
chine control of more than three 
times as much oil production as 
they now have in Rumania, more 
than twice ‘what Iran produces, 
five times ag much as the Mosul 
fields in Iraq produce. 

The oil of Baku and Grozny 
alone might enable Hitler to win 
the war, It is therefore the plain- 
est statement of physical fact to 
say that the future existence of 
the American and British democ- 
racies depends on Germany’s de- 
feat in the Caucasus. But Russia’s 
vast petroleum prize is only one 
of many tremendous war factors 
at stake in the. Caucasus. The 
whole Allied world system is 
linked unalterably to the Cauca- 
sus. If the Caucasus falls, every 
American or British front. or 
stronghold in the Middle East, in 
Africa, in India and in the Far 
East falls or totters with it. 

What Would Follow 

Suppose there is no _ British- 
American second front in Western 
Europe this month, and supposing 
the Nazis have conquered the Cau- 
casus by mid-September. What 
will be the inevitable results? 
Here are a few of them: 
Turkey, seeing that the British 
and Americans have made no move 
to aid Russia and save the Cau- 
casus, will almost certainly throw 
in its lot with the Nazis.

in the Salsk region in the Western 
Caucasus 100 miles southeast of 
Rostov “after repulsing fierce 
enemy attacks.” 

(The Germans claimed they had 
captured the town of Voroshilovsk, 
100 miles south of Salsk and. had 


eral points. 

(Voroshilovsk, measured on a di- 
rect Hine, is 180 miles from Rostov. 
It is on a spur railway northeast 
of the main Rostov-to-Baku rail- 
way and is 40 miles almost due 
east of Armavir, junction of the 
north-south Caucasus oil pipe line 
and a second pipe line jutting off 
to Tuapse on the Black Sea coast. 

(The British radio said the Rus- 
sians had blown up a dam, flooding 
the Manych River valley, in an ef- 
fort to stem the advance of Nazi 
armored units north of Salsk.) 

The Salsk withdrawal came after 
Cossacks, volunteering to try to 
halt the German drive, had ridden 
into the battle in an effort to save 
their villages. 

Russians Hold in Big Bend. _ 

Nazi advance forces using many 
tanks broke through the Russian 
defenses in the Kletskaya area 
about 80 miles northwest of Stalin- 
grad several days ago, but were 
promptly surrounded and now are 
cut off and under Soviet attack, 
said dispatches from the Big Bend 
of the Don to the Government 
newspaper Izvestia. Soviet planes 
moved in to pound the tanks and 
communications lines, Izvestia re- 
ported. 

The Germans are striving to fly 
fuel and ammunition to the 
trapped units, but the Red air 
force is fighting off the supply 
planes, Izvestia said. 

In the same sector the Russians 
threw back several attacks by Ital- 
ian infantry supported by tanks 
and killed 2000 enemy soldiers, the 
Soviet mid-day communique said. 
Besides the Italians, Spaniards, 
Finns, Hungarians and Rumanians 
all now are listed as fighting be- 
side the Germans on the southern 
front. (The Finns have denied 
having troops anywhere except on. 
their own front in the north.) 
Dispatches to the army newspa- 
per Red Star reported Soviet coun- 
terattacks in the Kletskaya area 
drove the Nazis from some posi- 
tions and cut communications. All 
German attempts, to establish 
bridgeheads were frustrated, Red 
Star asserted. 

One scout unit cut in several 
places the main road over which 
the Germans were moving mu- 
nitions and reserves, Red Star re- 
ported. 

The navy paper, Red Fleet, said 
sailors on the Sea of Azov attackei 
the Germans and Rumanians from 
the rear while naval aviators 
pounded crossings. Coastal artil- 
lery also was in action. 

Bitter Stand Near Kushchevka, 
In the Kushchevka fighting zone, 
about 50 miles south of Rostov, the 
Germans were reported encounter- 
ing increased resistance and the 
communique told how the enemy

BINOCULARS USED 


They Will Help Get ‘Those 
Hitlerites.’ 


Police Capt. Michael Callahan of 
the Deer Street Station has do- 
nated to the Navy for’ war use his 
expensive binoculars which he 
used in solving three murders dur- 
ing his long police career. 

Two years after he bought. the 
binoculars for $95 at the St. Louis 
World’s Fair in 1904, Capt. Calla- 
han used them to spot a suspect 
hiding in a railroad labor camp 
at Kinney, Mo. The man was 
arrested and later sentenced to life 
imprisonment for a saloon killing 
here, 

In 1908, Capt. Callahan sat in a 
saloon at Wood River, Ill, and 
thrdugh his binoculars sighted his 
quarry in a wood a half-mile away. 
This suspect, accused of killing 
his aunt, also was given a life 
term, as was a fugitive murderer 
whom fhe officer kept under sur- 
veillance with his lenses until the 
fugitive was surrounded in a house 
at Third and Market streets. 

Capt. Callahan told a reporter 
of the Post-Dispatch today: “I 
hope these-glasses are as useful] to 
the Navy as they were to me in 
catching people that ought to be 
caught. That means those Hit- 
lerites, Mussolini-ites and those 
slant-eyed Japs.” 


WALKOUT OF 60 BRICKLAYERS

Men Employed in Construction of 
New Armor Plant at:

The controversy in a week-old 
walkout of 60 bricklayers of the 
AFL Bricklayers, Stone and Mar- 
ble Masons’ Union, Local 65, who 
are employed in the construction 
of a new armor plant at the Gen- 
eral Steel Castings Corporation at 
Madison, is being adjusted in 
Washington, Labor Conciliator A. 
M. Thompson said today. 

Representatives of the corpora- 
tion, union and Defense Plant Cor-

To Be Required to Tell Real Age 


Other Pointers on How to Apply, Where 
Training Will Be Given and Where 
Graduates Will Serve.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP).— 
If you think you look well in blue, 
here are a few pointers on how to 


be a candidate for an officer in 
the WAVES, the new feminine na- 
val reserve. 

To apply, ask the Postoffice for 
the address of the naval procure- 
ment officer for your district. Then 
write for an application blank, tell- 
ing him specifically your age (no 
fudging, for you'll be asked to 
prove it later), education and busi- 
ness or professional experience. 
Qualifications. There are three 
groups in the first 1000 would-be 
ensigns and lieutenants: ° 
Group 1. This will be composed 
of about 45 teachers, personnel di- 
rectors, physical educationalists, or 
supervisors of women, who will be 
invited to apply for commissions. 
They will train to be future naval 
instructors in the women’s training 
school. 

Group 2. About 300 women will 
be commissioned on a probationary 
basis and ‘assigned to administra- 
tive jobs to get the WAVES roll- 
ing. 

Group 3. From 500 to 650 officer- 
candidates, enrolled as apprentice 
seamen, who if they stay in the 
<-wim will come out ensigns. 

Age. Group 1 and Group 2 must 
not be less than 21 or older than 
50. Group 3 must be from 20 to 30, 
inclusive. 

Matrimonial status. Marriage is 
no bar, but the’ unmarried must 
agree not to wed during their train- 
ing. After that it is not forbidden. 
Group 1 and Group 2 must have no 
children under 18, and Group 3 
must be childless. 


All must be citizens, able to pass 
physical and mental tests, and of 
good reputation. 


Education. A bachelor’s degree 
or two years of college leading 
toward such a degree are re- 
quired, plus not less than two 
years’ business and professional ex- 
perience in fields the Navy needs. 
Two years of mathematics are also 
required. 

What training will the student- 
officer get? 


You'll go to Smith College at 
Northampton, Mass., the first week 
in October for a special course. If 
you survive the first month’s indoc- 
trination course (that’s to see if 
you've got what it takes), you'll be 
a reserve midshipman and assigned 
to ‘a three months’ specialized 
course. 


Where might you serve? Any- 
where within the United States, but 
you won’t go to sea. The law for- 
bids that. What will you get in the 
pay envelope? The same as 4 man 
of equal rank. 

Will you get a uniform? Yes, but 
you'll buy it yourself out of an al- 
lowance, not to exceed $200, the 
Navy gives you. You'll be eligible 
for the same benefits for death or 
injury as Government employes. 


What kind of specially trained 
women are wanted? 


Those trained in business admin- 
istration, engineering — civil, me- 
chanical, aeronautical,. electrical— 
in physics, radio engineering, as- 
tronomy, metallurgy, modern for- 
eign languages, political science, 
economics, transportation, psychol- 
ogy, personnel, library science, tele- 
type operation, for example.

ENEMY ALIEN MAY SUE, SAYS 
U.S. COURT OF APPEALS 


Reverses District Judge Who Held 
Such Lawsuits Were “Frozen” 
Til End of War. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 4 (AP). 
—The Third United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals ruled yesterday 
that Federal courts are open to 
enemy aliens for a determination 
of any private legal rights or 
claims they may have against Am- 
erican citizens. 

Resident Axis enemies do not 
have to wait until the end of the 


war to obtain a determination of 
their private legal rights, the court 
said, and added that “the proceeds 
of a judgment secured by a resi- 
dent enemy alien whether in a 
state or Federal court may be so 
guarded they will be of no bene- 
fit to the enemy.” 

The ruling was written by Judge 
John Biggs. It upset a ruling by 
United States District Judge Alfred 
D. Barksdale of Lynchburg; Vsa., 
while he was presiding temporarily 
in the Federal Court here that all 
lawsuits by German or other 
enemy aliens would be “frozen” 
until the end of the war. 

Judge Barksdale’s ruling was in 
a case in which two German refu- 
gees sued a chauffeur for $300,000 
damages for injuries received when 
they were struck by a car he was 
driving.

|Riverfront Elevated ‘Will 


Impair Beauty of Mem- 
orial,’ He Says—Hear- 
ing Sept. 15. :

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Secre-. 


tary of the Interior Ickes in a let- 
ter to Chairman Eastman of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
made public today, has asked for 
I. C. C, approval of the “city plan” 
for removal] of riverfront elevated 
tracks and structures east of the 
Jefferson National Expansion 
Memorial in St. Louis, As Secre- 
tary of the Interior, Ickes. has 
charge of the National Park Serv- 
ice which supervises the memorial. 

“If the existing elevated tracks 
and structures maintained and op- 
erated by the Terminal Railroad 
Association of St. Louis are per- 
mitted to remain in their present 
location,” Ickes rote, “they will se- 
riously impair the beauty of the 
memorial. 

“While the City of St. Louis may 
have additional reasons for seek- 
ing the removal of the existing ele- 
vated tracks and structures, this 
department is primarily concerned 
in insuring that the area surround- 
ing the memorial be fitting and 
proper for a national historic site, 

“This department, with the co- 
operation of the City of St. Louis, 
has unsuccessfully attempted to 
evolve a satisfactory solution to the 
elevated track and structure prob- 
lem with the Terminal and other 
affected railroads. This depart- 
ment believes that the ‘city plan’ 
is feasible and recommends that it 
be given favorable consideration by 
your commission.” 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission will hold hearings on the 
“city plan” in St. Louis Sept. 15. It 
is unlikely, Interior Department of- 
ficials said today, that the depart- 
ment of the National Park Service 
will ask to intervene at the hear- 
ing, although a national parks ob- 
server probably will be present. 

Secretary Ickes, in his letter to 


Eastman, said that the Park Serv- — 


ice would be glad to have repre- 
sentatives familiar with the me 
morial project available to the com- 
mission at the time it considers 
the “city plan.”

AF GROUPS URGED 


Many of These Now Ac- 
ceptable Under Low- 
ered Standards, Says 
State Draft Official. 


Re-examination of men classified 
in groups 1-B and 4-F under the 
Selective Service Act because many 
of them will now be acceptable for 
Army duty under the recent low- 
ered physical regulations was urged 
last night by Col. William L. Gist, 
State medical director for Selective 
Service. 


Col. Gist, speaking before mem- 
bers, clerks and examining physi- 


County draft boards at Hotel Stat- 
ler, pointed out that 11 men in a 
group of 60 originally classified in 
4-F, rejected for physical reasons, 
who were recently sent to an in- 
duction center by one Missouri 
board, were accepted immediately. 

Through June 9, he said, St. 
Louis draft boards had 9202 men in 
4-F and 5019 in 1-B, available for 
limited service. He said no in- 
structions yet had been received as 
to the disposition of those men, 
classified as 1-A suspended, who 
have remediable physical defects, 
but men with venereal disease or 
defective teeth probably would goon 
be taken in by the Army and 
treated, 

19 Pct. for Limited Service. 

Maj. Charles Coughlan, chief sur- 
geon at the Jefferson Barracks in- 
duction center, told the meeting 
the Army would now accept for 
limited service up to 10 per cent 
of the total number of men in- 
ducted. He said that of the men 
previously deferred, those with 
dental, eye or orthopedic defects 
would provide the largest number 
of men who would be accepted for 
limited service, 

The number of rejections by the 
Army for psychiatric reasons is 
twice as large ag the number re- 
jected for any other related group 
of physical reasons, Dr. 8. R. War- 
son, of the Department of Neuro- 
Psychiatry at Washington Univer- 
sity and an examining physician 
at Jefferson Barracks, said, 

In explaining the reasons for the 
large number of mental rejections, 
he pointed out that 60 per cent of 
the World War veterans now in 
Veterans’ Hospitals are neuro- 
psychiatric casualties, 

Army psychiatrists, he said, seek 
to weed out those men who will 
not be able to make the adjustment 
to Army life. , 

Behavior Problems. 

“If a man has a behavior prob- 
lem in civilian life, the problem 
will be much more acute in the 
Army,” he pointed out. “The well- 
integrated drafted man usually 
has no great desire to join the 
Army, but is willing to do his 
part if the Army wants him. 

“Men called malingerers or gold- 
bricks are usually psycho-neurotic 
or psychopathic individuals,” he 
continued. “Washington University 
social workers found 83 men re- 
cently in the St. Louis area who 
had been discharged by the Army 
as malingerers. Nearly all of them 
had become community problems 
because they couldn’t find employ- 
ment. Some of them were sent in 
‘to make a man’ of them.” 

Dr. Robert Mueller, chairman of 
the State Procurement and As- 
signment Committee for the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, asked 
the draft board representatives to 
follow the committee’s recommen- 
dations in drafting doctors. He 
pointed out that in certain spe- 
cialties, no more St. Louis doctors 
could join the armed services if

CUBA WILL PERMIT U.S, 
TO BUILD BIG SUPPLY DEPOT 


Part of General Plan to Minimize 
Submarine Peril Through 
Shorter Hauls. 
HAVANA, Aug. 4 (AP).—Secre- 
tary of State Jose Cortina an- 
nounced yesterday that Cuba had 
authorized the United States to es- 
tablish a great supply depot in 
Cuba to provide the entire Carib- 
bean area with essential products. 
' No details were announced, but 
the project appeared to be part 
of a general plan to minimize the 
submarine danger through shorter 
hauls and assure Caribbean coun- 
tries of a constant supply of food- 
stuffs, drugs and other essentials.

If the Caucasus falis for lack 
of British-American intervention 
in Western Europe, the British and 
American positions in Egypt, along 
the Suez and even in Eritrea will 
be most gravely exposed. If the 
Nazis elect simply to hold their 
lines in Russia, they can let loose. 
overwhelming forces on Egypt at 
any. time from October on, and 
there is no reason to believe that, 
if the British could barely stop 
Nazi Field Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel at Alexandria’s gates in early 
July, they can stand off an infi- 
nitely greater onslaught in anoth- 
er few months. 

If the Caucasus is permitted to 
fall, the final isolation of India 
will be virtually aSsured to the 
Axis partners. That, almost sure- 
ly, will be the signal for Japan 
to invade India as soon as the 
rainy season ends, in the autumn 
or before. How can India be re- 
inforced when Iran, Syria and 
Egypt are all under a new, tremen- 
dous menace? 

These are not pipe,dreams. They 
are inescapable strategic and po- 
litical consequences of any Allied 
failure to save the Caucasus, and 
save it at the only time it can be 
saved. This month, now. 

Through the Caucasus, Nazi Ger- 
many and Japan have the highest 
hopes and brightest prospects of 
linking together their land, sea and 
air forces around more than half 
of the world. Once the Germans 
hold the Caucasus, nothing after 
that, neither Iran nor India, would 
be half as difficult. Both the Nazis 
and the Japanese know this per- 
fectly well. And the chance for 
their success depends chiefly, al- 
most entirely, on the British and 
Americans failing to act and fail- 
ing to open up a second front in 
time. 

315 Million Barrels of Oil. 

If the Germans are permitted to 
conquer the Caucasus, they have 
the soundest reasons to expect to 
have the British and Americans 
virtually without a battlefield on 
which to fight by next spring. They

have the most serious reagons to/| pe 


control not only some 150 million 
barrels of Caucasian oj] production 
annually, but another 77 million 
barrels in Iran and another 30 mil- 
lion barrels in Irag. Add these pro- 
duction totals to those of Germany 
and Rumania, and the Nazis would 
rely for the remainder of the hos- 
tilities on the production of more 
than 315 million barrels a year. 
That is more than one-fourth of 
the United States oil production, 
but it does not have to be shipped 
thousands of miles overseas and 
most of it might well be placed 
out of range of Allied bombers be- 
fore next April. 

These facts,are alarming but 
they are by no means alarmist. 
These, in solemn truth, are the 
things for which Hitler has staked 


everything and is expending every- 


thing in his drive for Grozny and 
Baku. 

If Hitler closes on the Caucasus 
without a British-American fist 
being lifted to prevent him, what 
will be the effect on the Russians, 


Britishers and Americans, as far as 


fighting the war through to the 
destruction of Nazism is con- 
cerned? 

If you were a Russian and the 
Caucasus fell without the British 
and Americans doing anything 
mentionable to help the Russians 
save it, how would you, somewhere 
behind the Volga, with your mil- 
lions of dead and some 50 millions 
of lost population, feel about: ex- 
pending yet more blows to help 
save Syria or India or Egypt? 
How would you, as a Russian, feel 
about making still more sacrifices 
to help the British and Americans 
open up a second front in Europe, 
some time next spring? 

From Brest to Wake. 

Think this over, and think it 
with desperate earnestness, if you 
want America to win the war, es- 
pecially if you-still think it is most 
important to defeat Japan. Let 
the Nazis and Japanese join forces 
in*Iran and India, and how long 
do you think it will take to defeat 
either of them, let alone these two 
military giants to er with one 
linked chain s5 from 
Brest, France, to Wake Island in 
the Pacific?

Britain and American Can- 
not defeat Germany and Japan, at 
the very least, without Soviet Rus- 
sia as an ally in Europe. Britain 
and America cannot claim any fu- 
ture right to absolutely indispensa- 
ble support of the huge Russian 
Army unless’ British-American 
forces speed to the aid of the Rus- 
sians in their greatest hour of 
ril. 

These things must be apparent 
to Prime Minister Winston Chur- 
chill and President Roosevelt and 
to the British and American com- 
manders of the Allied armed 
forces. If they are not so apparent 
as to dictate a second front im- 
mediately, then the United States 
and Britain run about 97 chances 
out of 100 of losing the war—both 
the war against Germany and the 
war against Japan—in the next 40 
days. 

It is not yet too late. But it is 
five minutes to midnight. If mid- 
night strikes and the Caucasus 
falls without British-American in- 
tervention in Europe, there will be 
no excuse for an American. war 
correspondent to remain in Russia.

Riding into battle with 
sabers and automatic rifles, they 
were credited with turning back 
an advance by two regiments of 
enemy infantry covered by 30 
tanks. 

At another point, Rumanian ca- 
valry was sent against the Cos- 
sacks, who shouted “Ne shagu 
nazad” (not a step backward) as 
they galloped into battle and halted 
the invaders, it was reported. 

Town Changes Hands $3 Times. 

In one outburst of fighting in the 
Salsk area, the Germans lost 400 
men, the Russians said. i+ 

One populated place in the Kus- 
chevka region changed hands three 
times as the Nazi forces sought to 
smash their way south on the Ros- 
tov-Baku railroad line against the 
stubborn Red Army defenders, the 
midnight communique said. More 
than 800 German officers and men 
were killed, it was reported. : 

At least another 1300 Germans 
were killed in the bloody fighting 
west of the Volga at Kletskaya as 
the Russians absorbed blow after 
blow and then returned to the coun- 
terattack, the communique said. 

Izvestia said the battles south 
and southeast of Rostov were being 
fought on fields covered by grain 
stubble, indicating that collective 
farmers in the Caucasus had saved 
much of their crop despite the 
speed of the German advance. In 
the Ordzhonikidze region, south- 
east of these battlefields and near- 
ly 400 miles from Rostov, farmers 
were hastily gathering. grain by 
hand and combine. 

The Soviet midday communique 
did not mention specifically the 
Voronezh sector at the north end

A communique reported that the 
town, described as an important 
industrial center, fell to the Ger- 
man attack after violent house-to- 
house fighting.

Nehru, also in Bombay, asserted 
the reference to negotiations with 
Japan was “entirely incorrect and 
torn from its context.”

And Then Game Ends. 

Trailing by three runs the Gi- 
ants came to bat in the last half 
of the ninth and Bill Werber sin- 
glied on the first pitch, then Mel 
Ott walked. The crowd was in an 
uproar, sensing that Wyatt was 
weakening, and that Babe Young, 
who had hit a homer earlier, was 
next at bat, to be followed by Wil-

However, Umpire George Mager- 
kurth at this point signaled the 
game was over because of the dim- 
out rules, which prohibit outdoor 
floodlights in the New York area 
for more than one hour after sun- 
down. 

To prevent stalling, no one ex- 
cept the umpires knew exactly 
when the game would be halted, 
and even the players were confused 
by the sudden stoppage. The 
Brooklyn team remained in the 
field for several minutes, while the 
big.crowd that had turned out for 
the benefit of the Army Emer- 
gency Relief Fund booed long and 
loud. 

The booing continued even after 
all lights were extinguished except 
a spotlight on the American flag, 
and while amplifiers intoned “The 
Star-Spangled Banner” and thou- 
sands of fans waved lighted 
matches in what had been intend- 
ed for a spectacular patriotic cere- 
mony. 

No More for Stoneham. 

The same teams were scheduled 
for another part-daylight, part- 
floodlight game at the Polo 
Grounds tonight and the same 
thing in Brooklyn tomorrow night. 

But President Horace Stoneham 
of the Giants said there would 
never be another twi-night game 
in his ball park after tonight, and 
it was considered likely that pro- 
visions would be made for Brook- 
lyn games to prevent a recurrence 
of the trouble there. Both Com- 
missioner Kenesaw M. Landis and 
National League President Ford 
Frick were present last night. 

The major league All-Star game 
last month natrowly escaped a 
similar bobtailing (some people 
said the big clock in center field 
was stopped to allow completion), 
and last week in Brooklyn a game 
between the Dodgers and St. Louis 
Cardinals was halted in the last 
half of the seventh inning. The 
Dodgers were ahead then, however, 
and no rally was nipped. 

The attendance was the largest 
on record for a single game at the 
home of the Giants, although it 
fell short of the 60,000 or more 
which officials had hoped for. 
Financial figures were not availa- 
ble, but amounted to approximate- 
ly $80,000 and assuredly exceeded 
the record relief gate of $60,661.59 
which the Giants and Dodgers 
drew at Brooklyn earlier this sea- 
£0n.

It will not be a quick death 
.+» There are some 120,000 bil- 
liard and pocket billiard tables 
in the United States, each re- 
quiring about 7 pounds of rub- 
ber to give resilience to the 
side and end rails . . . Their 
life is about five years. 

A majority of them have been 
in use that long. . . . In war 
times they might be made to last 
a year or two longer, but you 
could hardly get Willie Hoppe to 
play on seven-year-old cushions, 

Nor can the rails be re- 
conditioned, according to an of- 
ficial of the manufacturing com- 
pany that produces most of the 
tables for billiard use , . . When 
cushions wear out, they’re out 
for keeps ... They become scrap 
rubber. 

“The future of the billiard 
game, if the rubber shortage 
continues,” an equipment offi- 
cial wrote, “is strictly up to 
our ability to find a substitute 
for rubber that will be accept- 
able ... We have been work- 
ing on it for, some time... 
Plastics are being tried. 

“Rails with. springs in them 
were tried out but have been 
found wanting . . . Rubber or 
some as yet undiscovered ma- 

terial for cushions is needed to 
keep billiards alive.”

For years the makers of 
composition billiard balls have , 
been concentrating on this fea- 
ture. . . They’ve even made 
their substitutes out of milk... 
At present, we’re told, fully 70 
per cent of the billiard balls 
in use are of composition. . . 
But professionals turn to ivory, 
when playing title matches. 

Some months ago Willie Hoppe 
told this writer that composi- 
tion balls for any billiard pur- 
pose are not only available but, 
in some respects, are better than 
ivory.

If they study the problem long 
enough they'll probably come up 
with an ersatz rubber that will 
do the job just as well as the 
composition ball is fulfilling its 
function of replacing ivory.

ON WAR PURPOSES 


Says Nation Then Can En- 
gage in Political Cam- 
paign of ‘Constructive 
Suggestion.’

NEW YORK, Aug. 4 (AP).— 
Three basic “unity” principles by 
which he said Republicans and 
Democrats could take the war 
objectives out of the congressional 
and state political campaigns are 
advanced by Wendell L. Willkie. 
With these proposals, he coupled 
bases of “constructive criticism” 
for Republican use. ; 

At a press conference, Willkie 
urged both parties yesterday to 
incorporate in their convention 
platforms these principles: 

“1. America must fight this war 
in union with other countries until 


the last vestige of totalitarianism 
and aggression is destroyed 
throughout the world. 

“2. No matter how long and 
painful the road to complete vic- 
tory, it must be pursued with no 
thought of appeasement. 

3. When the war is over, we 
must set up institutions and meth- 
ods of international political and 


economic co-operation to the end /: 


that excessive nationalistic ideas 
and military ambitions will find no 
spawning grounds.” 

With agreement on these aims 
almost unanimous now, the 1940 Re- 


publican presidential nominee said, }. 


the nation may engage in the fall 
political campaign “with criticism 
and constructive suggestion that 
will render America more effective 
in the accomplishment of her ob- 


jectives.” 
Willkie listed these “construc- 
tive criticism” issues on which 


Republicans might campaign: 

“The efficiency of the Govern- 
ment’s war effort; its failures and 
delays in administration, its con- 
fused handling of the subtle and 
dangerous questions of inflation, 
etc.; its refusal to deal realistically 
with the need for a united com- 
mand of our own armed forces and 
the development with our Allies 
of a co-ordinate strategy; its 
waiting until after the election on 
the inevitable necessity of drafting 
men below the age of 21; and above 
all its tragic dulling of the Amer- 
ican people’s eager will to sacri- 
fice by a multitude of ill-consid- 
ered and conflicting directives.” 

Such a campaign, he said, “will 
not disunite but will strengthen 
America.” 

Discussing his personal participa- 
tion in campaigns throughout the 
country, Willkie said: “The prob- 
abilities are that I will make some 
talks during the campaign.” 


FASCIST ELEMENT IS BLAMED 
BY WALDO FRANK FOR ASSAULT 


U. S. Writer and Lecturer Receives 
Expressions of Sympathy in 
Buenos Aires. 

BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 4 (AP).— 
Waldo Frank, United States writer 
and lecturer, voiced the opinion 
today that the beating he suffered 
Sunday was the work of “a small 
Fascist element” which did not 
represent the true sentiments of 
the Arggntine people. 

Still in a hospital, but showing 
few effects of the attack except 
for a bandaged head, Frank said 
he deeply appreciated the expres- 
sions of sympathy and repudiation 
of the assault which had come to 
him from Argentines of many 
classes. 

Police still were searching for 
his six assailants. One was identi- 
fied yesterday through a hat ;he 
lost in the assault. . 

It was learned that the attack 
was planned within a few hours 
after the Argentine Government 
had declared Frank persona non 
grata. Inquiries at Frank’s apart- 
ment house the night before the 
attack had disclosed to the assail- 
ants that he lived alone.

Mess Girl Saved When 
American Tug Is Sunk 
Presumably by Mine— 
Total Sinkings 413. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP).— 
Four more recent ship sinkings 
were announced by the Navy yes- 
terday. The vessels lost were a 
British and a Norwegian merchant- 
man and two small American craft 
—one a tug, the other a trawler. 

Two men were killed and 40 
saved in the torpedoing of the 
British ship in the South Atlantic 
300 miles from shore May 28. The 
Axis submarine riddled the life- 
boats with machine-gun fire as the 
seamen tried to lower them, 

Thirteen of 24 crewmen aboard 
the Norwegian ship perished when 
their craft was torpedoed in the 
Gulf of Mexico July 19. 

The American tug was sunk 
more more than two weeks ago 
off the East Coast, presumably by 
a mine, with two men missing and 
15, including a mess girl, rescued. 

The trawler’s casualty list in- 


ed in a North Atlantic attack in 
which five other crewmen escaped 
unscathed as a submarine shelled 
their craft. 

The unofficial tabulation of an- 
nounced wartime -merchant losses 
for the Western Atlantic and adja- 
cent waters rose to 413. 

At Balboa, C. Z., Rear Admiral 
Clifford Evans Van Hook, com- 
mandant of the Fifteenth United 
States Naval District, reported that 
during July the Caribbean—where 
in a 12-day period raiding U-boats 
picked off 13 victims the month be- 
fore—had been particularly free of 
effective enemy attacks. 

Admiral Van Nook told reporters 
that the increasing freedom from 
submarine attacks in the Caribbean 
might be due to the recent exten- 
sion of the convoy system in those

Mothers Write Soldiers of Damage Caused by 
British Raids—No Hint of Possible Defeat 
or of Sympathy for Conquered Given— 
Many Diaries, Photos Found. 


Many of the postal cards were 
pictures of actresses—all German, 
not one American or of any other 
nationality. Others were of chil- 
dren, especially little children, with 
printed birthday greetings. Still 
others were of scenery—old castles, 
churches, parks, ponds, flowers and 
birds. One was of a tree-bordered 
lake with ducks swimming in it. 


Those of us who had lived in 
Germany in the pre-war days saw 
many such postal cards for sale in 
bookshop, kiosks and every rail- 
road station, and we spoke of them 
as we did of the songs heard in 
German beer taverns as a manifes- 
tation of German sentimentality. 

The photographs show another 
side of the German mentality. Let 
it be noted that the camera and 
copybook for a diary seem as much 
of the German soldier’s equipment 
as his gun and bayonet. The Ger- 
man soldier is brimming over with 
passion to write in his diary and to 
make snapshots of things that in- 
terest him. 


Paris Scenes. 


Here is a collection of Paris 
scenes, recognizable to any one 
who ever visited the former French 
capital. The photographs are small, 
amateurish and badly printed, but 
clearly enough they show famous 
landmarks—the Arc de Triomphe, 
the Tomb of Napoleon, Notre 
Dame, the Boulevard San Michel 
and the Tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier. :

THINK we may see now one of the 

reasons why a second front has not 
been opened in Europe in the speech by 
Lady Astor in which she stated: “The 
Russians are not fighting for us. They 
arefighting for themselves.” 

We have not forgotten the cordial re- 
lations that existed a few years ago be- 
tween Hitler and a group of British in- 
dustrialists and large landowners who 
used to meet at Cliveden, the country 
estate of Lady Astor. “The Cliveden set” 


they were called, and there were rumors | 


that they were secretly subsidizing the 
rise of Hitler (along with certain Ger- 
man industrialists who had _ similar 
axes to grind), in the hope that a strong 
Germany would restrain the influence 
of France on the Continent and eventu- 
‘ally turn against what they all feared 
and hated most—Communist Russia, We 
have not forgotten that it was during 
their heyday Of influence that Cham- 
berlain made concession after conces- 
sion to Hitler in an effort to accomplish 
this purpose. 

Lady Astor’s remark shows that the 
Clivedeners have not forgotten either 
and that to them class and property 
interests comg first. To them Russia 
is still the stronghold of Socialism and 
cannot, therefore be a true friend in 
spite of its heroism and its harrowing 
sacrifices against Fascism; they do not 
intend to do anything to help Russia, 
even if it means the loss of millions of 
additional British and American lives, or 
perhaps even the loss of the war. In 
matters of empire, India must not get 
her independence, even if it means los- 
ing the war to the Japanese. Class and 
property interests come first. 

We shall do well to note this and to 
remember it. Although they are not in 
a position of dominance in England to- 
day, their pressure against a second 
front must be felt by the Churchill Gov- 
ernment and may be one of the forces 
that hold it back, 

Lady Astor has her counterpart in 
this country among “former” isolation- 
ists who profess to be all-out for the 
war, but who continue to carry on their 
own private war against the adminis- 
tration and its progressive domestic 
policies, and who now, in the words of 
Archibald MacLeish, are fighting an 
isolationist war: for narrow national- 
istic ends. That is why it has been so 
refreshing, and heartening to hear the 
President and the Vice-President and 
spokesmen of the administration speak 
of this as a people’s war, this age as the 
“Century of the Common Man,” and 
this struggle as part of a long people’s 
revolution for a better life.

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THE RED CROSS NEEDS MORE BLOOD DONORS.

If all this doesn’t mean “a wrongful and unlawful 
combination and conspiracy in restraint of trade 
and commerce in phonograph records, electrical 
transcriptions and radio broadcastings,” as the com- 
plaint charges, then it doesn’t mean anything to the 
average citizen. | 

There is a fine-spun legal aspect to this matter, 
however. In view of what the United States Supreme 
Court held in its decision of Feb. 3, 1941, knocking 
out anti-trust law action against William L. Hutche- 
son, president of the AFL carpenters’ union, in 
connection with a long-drawn jurisdictional strike 
at the Anheuser-Busch brewery in St. Louis, the 
Petrillo case may not be the open-and-shut affair 
that it appears. 

In the Hutcheson case, Justice Frankfurter gave 
the majority opinion, which held that the Clayton 
Act made labor unions immune to prosecution under 
the anti-trust laws in cases involving jurisdictional 
strikes. Justice Roberts, in a vigorous dissent, said 
that the majority decision barred all prosecution of 
labor unions under the anti-trust laws. 

If this is indeed what the Hutcheson case decision 
meant, then Government prosecutors may find 
Petrillo citing it against them in the coming court 
action. It would be a dismal spectacle if Petrillo’s 
dictatorial tactics were found to be protected by the 
Supreme Court itself, and surely a reversal of any 
such thesis could be expected.

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NO CITY HALL ELECTION WORKERS. 

St. Louis is experiencing a pleasant innovation 
today. For the first time at a primary election, city 
employes are not among the political workers who 
are busy soliciting votes, getting citizens to the 
polls and doing other electioneering chores. Under 
the provisions of the civil service amendment 
adopted .last September, city employes are per- 
mitted to participate only to the extent of voting. 

This provision has been interpréfed by city of-

This is a fine patriotic contribution, but 
there can be no letdown because of the fact that 
last month’s sales exceeded the quota by $100,000,000, 
Quotas will grow larger each month from now on. 
The Government needs money in vast amounts to 
help finance this most costly of all wars, and forced 
savings will be imposed if the public fails to keep 
up the present bond-buying tempo.. Ten per cent of 
the nation’s income remains the essential goal.

HEN the blitz rolled into France in 
W tx spring of 1940, the French Army, 

widely publicized as the most power- 
ful in the world, was led by Gen. Maurice 
Gamelin, age 67. Afid when Gamelin 
flubbed, the job was turned over to Gen. 
Maxime Weygand, age 73, He flubbed too. 

Volumes have been written about Why 
France Fell, but little has been written 
about one factor—a major one: the French 
Army was wrapped in a traditional promo- 
tion system which put a premium on age, 
not ability. No matter: how brilliant, a 
French officer couldn't attain a position of 
influence on the high command until he 
was nearly senile. Brains didn’t count as 
much as birthdays. 

We know now that the French system 
was rotten, We know that ability, not age, 
should be the sole qualification for leader- 
ship in a military force, 

It is shocking, therefore; to turn to our 
own backyard and discover that the United 
States Navy after nearly eight months of 
war has a promotion system distressingly 
similar to the one condemned in France. 

No matter what the Navy Department’s 
intention may be, the fact is that the num- 
ber of birthdays an officer has passed 
largely determines his flag number and his 
rank in the Navy listing. Invariably, the 
top men will be men in or approaching 
their sixties; the Rear Admirals will usual- 
ly be in their fifties; the Captains between 
45 and 55; the Commanders a step below, 
and so on down the list. 

+ - * 

Consider the hypothetical case of a naval 
officer who was an honor graduate at An- 
ynapolis, has applied himself diligently and 
displayed superlative qualities of leader- 
ship in 20 years’ experience in the Navy. 
He is now 45 years old and has every 
qualification on merit for high command, 

‘Do we find him a top-rank officer? We 
do not. He probably is a Commander, If 
he has been exceptionally lucky he may 
be a Captain. But under the existing sys- 
tem he has no more chance of being a Rear 
Admiral or higher than he has of jumping 
over the moon. There aren't any 45-year- 
old Rear Admirals, 

Nelson won the Battle of Trafalgar at 
47. Napoleon was 36 at Austerlitz. 

The peacetime promotion systems in the 
armies and navies of all the democracies 
were equally bad. Merit was only a minor 
consideration for advancement. Three 
years ago, the late Gen. Hugh 8. Johnson 
described the Army system, which was 
typical, as follows: 

“You move up in the Army by seniority 
alone, You may be a better soldier 
Napoleon, Caesar, Hannibal and Genghis 
Khan combined, but if the files ahead of 
you do not pass out, you must wait for

ment.” 

That criticism of the peacetime system 
is water over the dam. We are now at war 
and the question is: have the Army and 
Navy scrapped their traditional systems 
to make ability, not age, the prime qualifi- 
cation for promotion?

able number of younger Army officers have 
been advanced rapidly since Pearl Harbor

Young Generals and Old Admirals 


Just as France put premiums on age instead of ability, so‘ our 
Navy's muscle-bound promotion system allows seniority, and not 
merit, to determine officer rankings, editor writes; Army has got 
away from this peacetime evil; contrasts in the two services cited.

A comparison between 18 outstanding 
Army leaders and 18 equally prominent 
ones from the Navy illustrates how the 
Army has permitted some of the younger 
officers to reach positions of influence 
while the Navy clings to age as a qualifi- 
cation for advancement, 

The Army list begins with Marshall and 
MacArthur. It includes two Generals, six 
Lieutenant Generals and 10 Major Generals. 

The Navy list begins with Admiral Ernest 
J. King. It includes four Admirals, nine 
Vice-Admirals and five Rear Admirals. 

Seven of the 18 Navy officers are 60 years 
old or older; only two of the Army officers 
are 60 or over. 

Not a single one of the Navy officers is 
—— 55; seven on the Army list are under 
The youngest Navy officer is Rear Ad. 
miral Johh H. Hoover, commander at 
Puerto Rico. He is 55, 

The Army list includes: Maj, Gen. Willis 
H. Hale, 49; Maj, Gen. Harold R. Bull, 49; 
Maj, Gen. Brehon B. Somervell, 50; Maj. 
Gen. Carl Spaatz, 51, and Lieut, Gen. 
Dwight Ejiserihower, 51. 


Before the war emergency, the average 
age of Major Generals in our Army was 
around 60. This has been reduced substan- 
tially, and the average of the 18 outstand- 
ing leaders on the Army list today is 55.1. 
The Navy listing shows no comparable re- 
duction, 

The highest ranking Army officer in the 
European theater is Gen. Eisenhower, 51, 
and the highest ranking Navy man is Ad- 
miral Harold R. Stark, 61. The contrast 
is equally striking farther down on the list. 

Andrew D, Bruce.is Brigadier General at 
47, in charge of the important new tank 
destroyer command. Recently the Army 
promoted a 44-year-old, a 43-year-old and 
two 36-year-olds to be Brigadier Generals. 
At the ripe age of 34 years, Col,.Robert L. 
Scott is in charge of the pursuit command 
in China. And Boyd David Wagner, who 
is only 25 years old and is credited with 
shooting down 30 or more Japanese planes,

The Army has no difficulty finding men 
in their forties qualified for top-most posi- 
tions. But the Navy apparently operates 
on the theory that a man in his forties, no 
matter how able, must ripen for another 10 
years before he is qualified to move up to 
the high brackets.

CONGRESSIONAL MEDAL 


Torpedo: Boat Commander in 
Philippines Decorated by 
Roosevelt. 


. WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt. personally be- 
stowed the Congressional Medal of 
Honor today on a young Navy 
Lieutenant Commander, John D. 
Bulkeley , for his daring exploits 


as commander of a motor torpedo 
boat squadron for four months in 
Philippine waters. 

It wags Bulkeley and the men of 
his mosquito boat squadron who 
eluded the Japanese and evacuat- 
ed Gen. Douglas MacArthur and 
President Manuel Quezon of the 
Philippines from Corregidor Is- 
land, But the citation accompany- 
ing the award of the nation’s 
highest military honor did not 
even mention this. 

The presentation was made in 
the President’s office at the White 
House. The citation follows: 

“For extraordinary heroism, dis- 
tinguished service and conspicuous 
gallantry above and beyond the 
call of duty, as commander of mo- 
tor torpedo boat squadron three, 
in Philippine waters during the 
period Dec, 7, 1941, to April 10, 
1942. The remarkable achieve- 
ment of Lieut, Bulkeley’s command 
in damaging or destroying a not- 
able number of Japanese enemy 
planes, surface combatant and 
merchant ships, and in dispersing 
landing parties and land-based en- 
emy forces during the four months 
and eight days of operation with- 
out benefit of repairs, overhaul or 
pmaintenance facilities for his 
squadron, is believed to be with- 
out precedent in this type of war- 
fare. His dynamic forcefulness 
and daring in offensive action, his 
brilljantly planned and skillfully 
executed attacks, supplemented by 
an unique resourcefulness and in- 
genuity, characterize him as an 
outstanding leader of men and a 
gallant and intrepid seaman, These 
qualities, coupled with a complete 
disregard for his own personal 
safety, reflect great credit upon 
him and the naval service.” 

“The Navy disclosed today that 
Bulkeley was advanced July 10 to 
the rank of Lieutenant Comman- 
der for “meritorius service.” 


GEN. WILLIAM K: NAYLOR DIES 


FARMINGTON, Pa,, Aug. 4 (AP) 
~—Brig.-Gen, William Keith Naylor, 
author and-asisistant chief of the 
Army general staff from 1922 to 
1924, died yesterday of a heart ail- 
ment at his home here. He was 68 
years old. | 

Gen, Naylor, native of Blooming- 
ton, Ill., retired from active duty in 
1938, while stationed at Fort Ben- 
jamin Harrison, Ind. He was the 
author of several books, including 
“Principles of Strategy,” which his 
wife said the Japanese army had 
adopted as a textbook. He was a 
veteran of the Spanish-American 
war and the China relief expedition 
in 1900. In the first World War he 
was chief of staff of the Thirty- 
third Division which participated 
in the Somme offensive.

~ OFFER OF 150 ACRES 


Mrs. Oscar Johnson. Ready 
to Give St. Albans Tract 
for Preserve. 


. 


Mrs. Oscar Johnson has offered 
the Missouri Botanical Gardens 
(Shaw’s Garden) a tract of 150 
acres of her estate at St. Albans 
on the Missouri River for use as a 
wild flower preserve. The board 
of trustees of the garden will act 
on the offer after a survey of the 
land is completed. 

Guy A. Thompson, attorney for 
Mrs. Johnson, tolc a reporter the 


land is a densely wooded tract 
“filled with an abundance of wild 
flowers such as you would find 
nowhere else in this part of the 
country.” 

If the trustees of the garden 
accept the gift it will mean an- 
other extension of its activities in 
Franklin County. The garden al- 
ready owns more than 1500 acres 
at Gray Summit, about 15 miles 
from Mrs. Johnson’s St. Albans 
estate. 

The tract of land offered by Mrs. 
Johnson, widow of one of the 
founders of the International Shoe 
Co., is southwest of her country 
home, “The Chateau,” and runs 
along the Missouri River bluffs and 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
Railroad tracks. The tract stretches 
up a wild valley where bird-life and 
small game thrive unmolested in 
the thick woods where some virgin 
timber still remains. 


The land was originally owned 
by the Becker family but was ac- 


‘quired in 1902 by the late Theodore 


Cc. Link, architect, whose country 
home stood on the bluffs at one end 
of the property. The Link home 
burned three years ago and the 
only house on the property is a re- 
modeled fisherman’s cottage, now 
used by artists with Mrs. Johnson’s 
permission. Mrs. Johnson owns 
several thousand acres in the vicin- 
ity. 

The tract contains a creek and 
two 110-foot wells. Mrs.- Johnson’s 
rule against hunting has resulted 
in an increase in the small game 
which abounds in the fastnesses of 
the woods in which there are only 
trails and an old washed-out road.

Season Is 
paroeing

OR most of us, the fifteenth 
of August is just another day. 
But for one out of 10 of us, 
the poor hay fever victim, the date 
stands on the calendar and has 
been peering at him for weeks. It 
does seem pretty unfair and hard to 
explain in the cosmic scheme of 
things. Why should he be the one 


‘whose nose swells up and whose 


eyes water and who gets asthma 
just because the begins to 
throw its pollen into the air on 
He didn’t deserve this: 
he didn’t commit any crime or 
fault that should pick him out from 
the crowd of those who do not 
have hay fever. 

1% ane teardly be called the stu 
of the fathers, because though it 
is undoubtedly hereditary, his fa- 
ther didn’t commit a sin any more 
than he did, 

The known facts about hay fever 
can be put down in a very small 
space. Some people have a sensi- 
tiveness of the mucous membranes 
of the eye, nose and throat to the 
pollen of certain plants, notably 
the weed known as ragweed. 


THE RAGWEED ts one of the 


plants that spreads its pollen by 
the wind. It has no flower, in 
contra-distinction to the plants 
that pollinate by insect distribution. 
The consequence for the poor hay 
fever sufferer is that about this 
time of year the ragweed throws 
out on the air a great shower of its 
golden pollen. 

Now why I can breathe this into 
my nose and not notice it at all, 
and why when my wife gets even 
one pollen grain into her nose she 
begins to sneeze, I cannot explain. 
But those are the facts. 

Hay fever in the early part of 
the season affects the eyes and 
nose most. Later on, many vic- 
tims get asthma, which is a con- 
striction of the muscles of the 
bronchial tubes. It affects only cer- 
tain tissues of the body. It is 
easy to understand why it should 
affect the eyes and nose, when it 
is explained that the cause is the 
pollen grains in the air; they 
‘would naturally Ugkt on the sur- 
face of the body. 


THEY alte sO enna that they 

are completely invisible and the 
poor victim does not understand 
when the thing first hits him. Nor, 
confidentially, does the physician 
understand all, Why, for instance, 
do the pollens not enter the stom- 
ach and cause distress there? 
. As to. preventing this scourge or 
treating it after it has occurred, 
we are not so well-informed. The 
pollen grains can be collected and 
dissolved in salt water and the 
dose measured. In this form they 
can be used ag vaccines, Prefer- 
ably the vaccine treatment should 
begin long before Aug. 15. The 
vaccines are given about twice a 
week, But even beginning treat- 
ment August 15, they have often 
afforded much relief, 

The various nasal sprays, espe- 
cially those containing ephedrine 
or epinephrine, undoubtedly do 
temporary good.

. Like every other way of life 
there is the safe middle road. 
Carrying the baby about all day, 
running in alarm at evéry whim- 
per, hovering over him day and 
night is one extreme, and a bad 
way to manage a baby. Leaving 
him alone for long stretches of 
the day, without human compan- 
ionship, is another extreme, and 
equally as bad. 

If I had to choose between them 
I would take the old way and 
coddlie the baby rather than iso- 
late him completely. 

Babies need companionship, and 
they also need quiet and much 
letting alone. But companionship 
and the expression of affection for 
them, is as necessary as the peace 
and ‘quiet. The day is long, and 
there are enough hours in it to 
allow of making the baby’s ac- 
quaintance, and to let him learn 
about the family. He needs to be 
held, talked to and played with 
if he is able to learn to live 
with other people and to adjust 
himself to their ways.

WHEN FEEDING the baby talk 
to him, Smile at him. Touch him 
with firm and gentle hands. When 
he wakes from a nap and seems 
to want to be noticed, take him up 
and cuddle him a bit, play with 
his toes, if he likes that — but 
don’t tickle him. 

Show him how to hold and 
shake his rattle, Carry him about 
the room for a little. Don’t pro- 
long this play time lest he weary. 

Fifteen minutes or thereabout 
is usually enough. Long enough 
to allow him to feel he has been 
loved, played with; noticed affec- 
tionately, Then put him in his 
crib and give him his pet bear or 
wooly lamb, and leave him there 
to enjoy his own company.

After South’s strong bidding, 
North, with a sure spade trick, 
heart support, and some club 
strength, felt that there might be 
a good play for game. Neverthe- 
less, he refrained from raising. 

His reasoning was this: The 
non-vulnerable opponents had 
mentioned, and agreed upon, the 
higher ranking spade suit. True, 
West had shown no disposition to 
overcall South’s three hearts, but 
North knew this offered no assur- 
ance that he would permit a game 
contract by North-South to go un- 
contested. If North bid four 
hearts and the opponents were in 
doubt as to their ability to defeat 
that contract, they certainly would 
persist to four spades. Of course, 
considering East’s mere single 
raise and West’s apparent reluc- 
tance to rebid, it was probable 
that four spades could be defeat- 
ed, but North had no guarantee 
to that effect and was not inclined 
to experiment. North (like all of 
us) had seen many a bid intended 
as a sacrifice turn out as a mak- 
able contract and did not intead 
toshave that happen now. 

Of course, all of this reasoning 
took only a second and hence, 
when North passed, East hardly 
could know what was in his mind.
